Ford likely to 
sign one bill 
and veto another 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
iden t Ford is ex pected to sign 
the $4(^ million refu gee-aid bill 
to help resettle more than 100,- 
000 Vietn amese an d Cambodian 
refu gees an d to appoin t a com­ 
mittee to direct that effort. 
Mean while, both su pporters 
an d oppon en ts of the strip-min ­ 
in g con trol bill are predictin g 
that Ford will v eto it, ju st as 
he did a similar bill last y ear. 
While Ford hasn ’t said wheth­ 


er he’ll v eto the strip-min in g 
bill, Federal En ergy Admin is­ 
trator Fran k G. Zarb an d other 
admin istration officials hav e 
ex pressed opposition to it. 
The bill imposes n ation al en ­ 
v iron men tal cu rbs on coal strip 
min in g, which accou n ts for half 
of all coal produ ced in the 
Un ited States. 
The measu re also requ ires 
coal operators to restore lan d 
to produ ctiv e u se after min in g 


is completed an d wou ld lev y a 
tax of u p to 35 cen ts a ton of 
coal to clean u p thou san ds of 
acres of aban don ed strip-min ­ 
in g ex cav ation s, most of them 
in Appalachia. 
The Hou se earlier this mon th 
approv ed the bill 293 to 115, or 
21 v otes more than the two- 
thirds that wou ld be n eeded to 
ov erride an other v eto if the 
same n u mber of con gressmen 
were v otin g. The Sen ate passed 


it by v oice v ote. 
Ford’s v eto of the 1974 strip- 
min in g measu re did n ot come 
u p for a con gression al test be­ 
cau se the Presiden t u sed a 
pocket v eto, retu rn in g the bill 
to Con gress after the lawmak­ 
ers had recessed in December. 
The Presiden t said he v etoed 
that bill becau se it wou ld in ­ 
crease coal an d electricity 
prices an d threaten his admin ­ 
istration 's goal of less relian ce 


on foreign en ergy -sou rces 
Admin istration officials had 
pressed Con gress for speedy 
approv al of the refu gee aid 
fu n ds becau se the resettlemen t 
program was qu ickly ru n n in g 
ou t of mon ey . 
The Presiden t’s approv al per­ 
mits immediate con tracts with 
n in e v olu n teer priv ate relief 
agen cies to begin mov in g refu ­ 
gees from three military bases

The n ew casu alty figu res 
from the air, grou n d an d sea 
operation in the Gu lf of Thai­ 
lan d were disclosed Su n day by 
Defen se Secretary James R. 
Schlesin ger. On Friday , the 
Pen tagon pu t prelimin ary casu ­ 
alty figu res at on e Marin e 
killed, 22 wou n ded an d 13 Ma­ 
rin es an d airmen missin g. 
Schlesin ger said the fiv e 
serv icemen killed were three 
Marin es an d two airmen . The 
higher estimate of the wou n ded 
in clu des “all sorts of min or 
wou n ds,’’ Schlesin ger said on

“Issu es an d An ­ 
swers.’’ 
Asked abou t the delay in de­ 
termin in g the casu alty toll, 
Schlesin ger said: 
“Well, we in dicated at the 
time that we were withdrawin g 
from the islan d that in itially 
there had been a n u mber of 
choppers 
that 
had 
been 
down ed, that we were ru n n in g 
a mu ster on board the ships in 
order to assess what had been 
the damage. 
“We attempted to get ou t the 
resu lts as they became clear, 
after n otification of n ex t of 
kin .’’ 
The casu alties were su ffered 
Wedn esday 
n ight 
(Eastern 
time) when Marin es lan ded on 
the islan d of Koh Tan g off the 
Cambodian coast in the mistak­ 


en belief that the ship’s 39 -man 
crew was bein g held there. 
It later was disclosed that the 
crew had been pu t on a fishin g 
boat an d taken to the main lan d 
port of Kom Pon g Son an d an d 
a n earby islan d after the May ­ 
agu ez was seized Mon day by a 
Cambodian n av al v rasel. The 
crew was later released an d 
picked u p by a U.S. Nav y ship 
while the grou n d an d air attack 
was still u n derway . 
The Marin es met heav y re­ 
sistan ce when they stormed 
on to Koh Tan g in search of the 
crew. Schlesin ger den ied that 
an in telligen ce error led to the 
decision to sen d Marin es to Koh 
Tan g after the May agu ez crew­ 
men already had been remov ed 
by their captors. 
“We did n ot kn ow whether or 


n ot the crew in its en tirety or 
ev en in part had been remov ed 
from the islan d" an d “we 
therefore felt it essen tial to 
seize the islan d," Schlesin ger 
said. 


At on e poin t, the Un ited 
States seriou sly con sidered u s­ 
in g B52 bombin g raids on Cam­ 
bodia as part of the rescu e ef­ 
fort, bu t then decided on the 
Marin e lan din g with air cov er 
an d su pport from the aircraft 
carrier Coral Sea. 
U.S. jets san k sev eral Cam­ 
bodian gu n boats an d fired on 
others in the Gu lf of Thailan d 
Wedn esday . I..ater, the jets 
staged air strikes on the Cam­ 
bodian main lan d after the May ­ 
agu ez crew was su rren dered. 
Schlesin ger said the main lan d 


attack was design ed to su pport 
the Marin es who still were in 
action on K(^ Tan g. He said a 
fou rth wav e of the attack was 
can celled. 


Schlesin ger said the U.S. re­ 
spon se to the ship seizu re “dis­ 
pels an y illu sion s alx Hit Amer­ 
ica in the post-Vietn am peri­ 
od.... I thin k that they will 
con sequ en tly brin g others to 
recogn ize 
that 
ou r 
com­ 
mitmen ts elsewhere will be ob­ 
serv ed.’’ 


Asked what the Un ited States 
wou ld do if Sou th Korea was at­ 
tacked, Schlesin ger said the 
Un ited States 
‘"wou ld take 
more v igorou s action than we 
were in clin ed to take du rin g 
mu ch of the Vietn amese war.”

He said 107 con tain ers u n ­ 
loaded in Sin gapore showed 
sign s of hav in g been broken 
in to while the ship was held by 
the Cambodian s, an d abou t $5,- 
000 dollars was missin g from 
the ship’s safe. Bu t he said he 
had n o idea who took the mon ­ 
ey . 
Carrol said 20 of the ship’s 39 
crewmen were retu rn in g from 
Sin gapore to the Un ited States, 
bu t “they are all makin g more

less 
separate 
arran ge­ 
men ts." 
Replacemen ts

them were flown ou t from the 
Un ited States. 
The ship’s captain , Charles T. 
Miller, 62, of Fou n tain Valley , 
Calif., said the Cambodian s did 
n ot mistreat them, bu t he felt 
they wou ld hav e n ot been freed 
witlx iu t the U.S. military ac­ 
tion . 
Miller said while the ship was 
an chored at the islan d of Koh 


Tan g, he an d his men were tak­ 
en in a fishin g boat early 
Wedn esday to a fishin g v illage 
in a cov e on Ron g San Lem, 
an other islan d abou t 25 miles 
away . 
The Marin es lan ded Thu rsday 
on K(rfi Tan g, “probably u n a­ 
ware we had left the islan d,’’ 
said Miller. 
A Pen tagon spokesman in

kn ew the ship was on the pre­ 
su mption that some or all of 
the crew might be on the 
islan d.”

Federal Reserve Board Ch air­ 
man Arth ur F. Bums—a pipe-puff­ 
ing, mild-speaking realist wh ose 
words h ave an auth enticity th at gen­ 
erate th eir own power—privately 
ctefends our banks. 
* He agrees th at th e public th inks 
th ere are few h eroes in th e banking 
business and th at bankers can be as 
sensitive as sea anemones. Poke a 
finger and some can quiver with ap­ 
preh ension. Asked th eir business 
ph ilosoph y , th ey would reply in th e 
words of th e condemned man wh o 
paused at th e steps of th e gallows to 
enquire: “Is th is th ing safe?” 


. Dr. Bums furth er agrees th at 
th ere are bankers wh o give y ou an 
umbrella on a sunny day and th e 
first day want it back. But h e states 
th at h e knows too many courageous 
bankers—actual h eroes, wh en need 
be—and th at th e oth ers are relative­ 
ly few. For th e essence of a banker’s 
profession is th e weigh ing of ch arac­ 
ter and capability ; not merely mak­ 
ing loans by th e book. 
Recognized 
th rough out 
th e 
ch eckerl5)ard world of international 
finance as th e leading expert on 
business cy cles, Dr. Bums also calls 
it unfair for th e public to blame 
banks, h ere and abroad, for h igh in­ 
terest rates. 
Underneath th e marble-h all, qui­ 
et stateliness, banking is an intense­ 
ly competitive business. It just looks 
different on th e surface, th at’s all. 


And interest is merely th e rent on 
money . Wh en th e rent on money is 
h igh , it is th e same as if th e rent on 
h ouses is h i^ . Th e h igh rate is not a 
cause of th e inflation. It is th e result 
of th e inflation. 
It is impossible to reduce infla­ 
tion by knocking down interest 
rates. You can reduce th e rates only 
by reducing th e inflation. TTie main 
cause of th at is our own govern­ 
ment’s overspending and th e over­ 
expansion of credit. If we do not 
overextend in money and credit, th e 
rent on money (interest rates) will 
automatically adjust to lower rates. 


Th e public’s impression notwith ­ 
standing, th is is th e way it will al­ 
way s be, for th e law of supply and 
demand cannot be repealed. 
Dr. Bums points out th at banking 
h as a basic rule: You must never 
cover long-term debts with sh ort­ 
term money y ou expect to renew. A 
run on a bank is a latent nigh tmare 
to any banker. Th e danger is never 
over. It just ch anges sh ape. 
Money can do strange th ings to 
people. It can make th em panic. It 
can turn sensible depositors into a 
mob and make th em a grimoire of 
spells and dangerous my steries, as 
menacing as a naked blade. 
Th ere are good banks and some 
not so good. But a run on a good bank 
implies public panic and evidences a 
total lack of reasoned judgment as 
alarming as it is nonsensical. 
We are a ch eck-issuing country . 


Th is makes th e United States unique 
among all th e major powers of th e 
world in th e way th e confidence fac­ 
tor operates each day toward indi- 
vidu^s, our enterprises and our 
banks. Banks processed nearly 30 
billion ch ecks last y ear—at a cost to 
th e banks of about 20 cente per 
ch eck. But a bank survives on its 
reputation and th e trust of oth ers. 
In h is capacity as crh airman of 
th e Federal Reserve Board, Dr. 
Bums knows full well th at mcmetarv 
policy is not th e be-all and end-all of 
our banking sy stem. But h e also 
knows th at banks and th e money 
sy stem are delicate th ings, nearly as 
delicate as a Ch inese print. 
Dr. Bums refuses to tamper with 
th e banks in a h eavy -h anded way , 
knowing th at if th e FRB allows one 
component to get seriously out of 
balance, th e FRB may imperil many 
oth er banks. 
One y ou endanger th e sy stem, a 
gradual—and sometimes not so 
gradual—loss of public confidence 
does th e rest. 
Th is is axiomatic and every 
banker knows it. 
Dr. Bums stands in th e very cen­ 
ter of banking’s powder magazine 
and is in special ch arge of th e deto­ 
nators. But h e h as lived th rough th e 
great banking events (and catastro- 
ph ies) for many y ears. And h e is a 
man of strong convicticxis wh o figh ts 
for th em with out applause. 
Dr. Bum’s defense of our banks is 
both timely and vital.

Federal Judge Ch arles Rich ey 
h as ordered th e National Righ t to 
Work Foundation to open its contrib­ 
utor list to th e officials on interna­ 
tional unions wh o are seeking to de­ 
stroy th e foundation’s ability to pro­ 
vide legal assistance to employ es 
wh ose righ ts are being viciously 
abused by th ose very same officials. 
Th e foundation h as been told by 
th e U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals th is 
damaging disclosure order can be 
reviewed by h igh er courts only if it 
declines to comply with Judge Rich ­ 
ey ’s order, th ereby placing itself in a 
position of contempt of court. Th us, 
in order to protect th e constitutional 
righ ts of its contributors from repri­ 
sal by vindictive union officials, th e 
foundation is compelled to decline to 
comply with an order of a federal 
judge. 
Th e foundation h as been placed 
in th is difficult position despite th e 
fact th at not a sh red of evidence h as 
been presented by th e 10 union plain­ 
tiffs th at th e foundation is violating 
any federal law. We h ave already 
submitted to extensive “discovery ” 
proceedings providing th e plaintiff 
unions with foundation financial 
data, voluminous, correspondence, 
mailings, board meeting minutes 
and oth er information. Tlie founda­ 
tion submitted to nine full day s of in­ 
terrogation by union counsel, result­ 
ing in 1,020 pages of sworn testi­ 
mony . 
Still, union lawy ers h ave pro­ 
duced noth ing wh atsoever for th eir 
far-fetch ed th eory th at th e founda­ 
tion’s legal program is covered by 
th e Landrum-Griffin Act, much less 
th at th e foundation litigation ch oices 


h ave ever been influenced in any 
way by an “interested employ er,” 
an ambiguous term wh ich h as never 
been defined by th e courts. 
Every existing legal precedent 
supports th e foundation’s claims 
th at its legal aif program is not cov­ 
ered by th e Landum-Griffin Act, un­ 
der wh ich th e suit was brough t. For 
example, alth ough most of th e foun­ 
dation’s current legal aid activity in­ 
volves public sector employ rs, th e 
Landrum-Griffin Act specifically 
excludes coverage of any govern­ 
ment employ es. 


However, Judge Rich ey ’s order 
sh ut th e door on th e foundation get­ 
ting appellate review of th ese funda­ 
mental questions with out first giving 
unions, professional freedom to pay 
th rough th e names of its more th an 
160,0000 contributors wh ich tens of 
th ousands of citizens wh o h ave sup­ 
ported th e foundation’s vital work 
secure in th e belief th at constitution­ 
al protection would keep th eir 
names from th e pry ing ey es of vin­ 
dictive union th ough s. 
Furth ermore, counsel for th e 10 
giant unions h as admitted in open 
court th at immediately upon getting 
th eir h ands on th e names of Founda­ 
tion contributors, th ese names will 
be sorted by geograph ical areas and 
transmitted to local union bosses 
th rough out th e country for “discreet 
inquiry .” 
It requires little ima^nation to 
visualize wh at th at “discreet in­ 
quiry ” will mean to th ousands of 
union member contributors and to 
small independent businessmen! 
Th e tactics of union officials in deal­ 
ing with rank and file employ es and 


oth er vulnerable individuals are 
well known. 
As former Solicitor General 
Arch ibald Cox wrote “. . .th ere arè 
many way s, legal as well as illegal, 
th rough wh ich entrench ed (union) 
officials can ‘take care of’ recalci­ 
trant members.” 
Th is, of course, must not h appen 
to any of our union members or 
small independent businessmen 
contributors. Th e h arassment Of 
even one citizen because of h is con­ 
tribution to th e foundation cannot be 
tolerated! 
Th e foundation feels a h eavy re­ 
sponsibility in reach ing th is crucial 
decision, a responsibility both to th e 
future of its vital work and to th e 
constitutional righ ts and persona 
security of tens of th ousands a 
Americans wh o h ave contributed to 
h elp righ t th e wrongs of compulsory 
unionism.

Besides, the Pro testants 
appear u nwilling to accept hav­ 
ing their ho m eland sliced u p. 
—W ithdraw fro m the pro v­ 
ince, an alternative g aining 
su ppo rt am o ng Brito ns weary 
o f pu mping mo ney fro m their 
depleted treasu ry into Ulster 
where m o re than 250 f their so l­ 
diers have died. Ho wever, this 
also co u ld spark a civil war. 
“It’s bleak whichever way 
y o u lo o k at it,” a British o ffi­ 
cial lam ented. “W hatever hap­ 
pens I’d say it’s g o ing to be a 
lo ng ho t su m m er in U lster.”

COPING 
Students ag ain st censorship 


By LEW KOCH 
A Latino group through its 
own initiative, plans and runs a 
dance with raises $1,500. School 
authorities demand all the 
money and then they dole it out 
to the Latino group sporadical­ 
ly. The school also takes 20 per 
cent off the top for its account­ 
ing efforts. 
At a Catholic high school in 
Chicago each student is told to 
sell 30 boxes of candy to raise 
funds for a new gym floor. 
Those who fail to sell the re­ 
quired number of boxes have 
their “ free days” taken from 
them. 
At a school located in a ghetto 
area, the black editor of the stu­ 
dent newspaper says he is 
afraid to write articles about 
the dope problem because he 
would be attacked by some of 
the students. He adds he would 
receive no backing from school 
authorities because they deny a 
dope problem even exists. 
These were some of the prob­ 
lems raised at a recent meeting 
of high school journalists in 
Chicago sponsored by the Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy Memorial. 
The complaints offered by 
some 400 thoughtful, concerned 
and highly motivated students 
are p articu la rly dism aying 
coming on the heels of two re­ 
cent Supreme Court decisions 


which expanded constitutional 
guarantees to young people at­ 
tending schools. 
E a rly this year the Supreme 
Court held that a student’s right 
to a public education cannot be 
taken away by school officials 
through suspensions, even tem ­ 
porarily, without due process of 
law. The court, in another case, 
held that school officials may 
be sued by students for damag­ 
es if they knew, or should have 
known, their actions would vio­ 
late the constitutional rights of 
students. 
“ Listen,” one student said at 
the meeting, “ they don’t have 
to suspend you. They’ve got 
other ways of making it rough 
on you. Tliey hassle you, they 
talk to your teachers, they 
watch you in the hallways. 
You’re called a troublemaker 
because you ask the principal 
why he takes the money the La­ 
tinos raised and then charges 
them for it.” 
“ Captive Voices,” a paper­ 
back book published in 1974, de­ 
tails the 
problems of high 
school journalism throughout 
the nation. The m aterial in the 
book is a collection of student 
newspaper censorship which 
was compiled by a commission 
looking into high school jour­ 
nalism. 
'Hiere were three categories 


of censorship by school offi­ 
cials: 1) controversial political 
issues such as racism, students’ 
rights, and at one time, the 
Vietnam w ar; 2) criticism of 
the school administration or 
faculty policies or unfavorable 
images of school; 3) life styles 
and social problems such as 
birth control and drug abuse. 
The 
prevailing 
attitude 
toward students seems schizo­ 
phrenic. On the one hand they 
are told to study, to learn, to 
question, to be productive—-but 
when they study the problems 
such as racism , when they 
learn and then demand consti­ 
tutional rights, when they ques­ 
tion school policies, when they 
produce some answers of their 
own—they are often vilified by 
teachers and administrators. 
The split personality 
of 
Am erican education reflects 
our 
basic 
ambivalence. 
We 
don’t want to let go of the ‘tra ­ 
ditional” approach which pro­ 
duced students who questioned 
less and obeyed more. Yet our 
rapidly changing economic and 
social clim ate demands stu­ 
dents who are capable of flexi­ 
bility, 
independent 
thinking, 
decision-making. 
People who have rights can 
be troublesome, but didn't we 
choose to live with that 2 0 0 
years ago?

‘Th at did it,” said Sherry 
Profidente, one of the co-own­ 
ers of the Plant Co. 
The women plunged in, par- 
laying fresh ideas and potted 
plants into a going concern. 
“ A ll of a sudden w e’ve 
bloomed,” said Mrs. 
Provi- 
dente. 
For a $25 fee, Mrs. Provi- 
dente or one of her colleagues 
w ill come into your home and 
draw up a plan for decorating it 
with plants. This fee may be 
deducted from any plants you 
buy. 
“ It ’s a thriving business,” 
said 
Herb 
G reenw ald, 
executive director of the five- 
city 
Heights 
Cham ber 
of 
Commerce. ‘They have proven 
there is still a place here for 
somebody with a new idea.” 
Mrs. Providente believes her 
firm is the first in the area in 
the plant decorating business. 
“ We work like interior deco­ 
rators in the potted plant field,” 
she said. 
The firm also works with 
more conventional decorators, 
fitting a home with the proper 
plants. 
It also has taken a page from 
cosmetic and houseware firms 
which do their selling at infor­ 
mal parties in clients’ homes. It 
conducts plant parties. 
A hostess invites a minimum 
of 12 guests. Two or more of the 
five owners attend, bringing

She was 
just glad she didn’t have to 
have a dinner party.” 
Mrs. McGee set up a potting 
shed in her garage, displacing 
her car last summer. Kathy 
Moroscak and Carol Robman, 
the other owners, made sim ilar 
sacrifices. 
“ We really believe in what 
we are doing,” said Mrs. Pro vi­ 
dente. 
“ People are not speaking to 
me now just because I am my 
father’s daughter or my hus­ 
band’s wife. I have something 
to offer and I love to give it.”

D EA R P O L LY — A cigarette 
accidentally dropped

D EA R JA N E — Sometimes 
slight burn marks can be re­ 
moved from furniture by just 
rubbing with polish ordinarily 
used.

This was on a table with a shel­ 
lac finish. If the top of your 
table has a varnish or shellac 
finish daub a cloth dampened 
with spirits of camphor on it.

Peeve concerns the waste when 
aerosol cans stop working be­ 
fore they are half empty. We 
are warned of the danger in­ 
volved with exploding cans if 
we puncture them.

Mrs. L. S. had her husband 
unhook the wire from the tops 
of wire coat hangers, put seven 
of these rolls across the straight 
wire at the bottom and then 
boid the hanger top back to­ 
gether again.

Bicentennial special 
Copt. John Smith saved 
first English colony 


EDITOR’S 
NOTE— 
The 
seeds of the United States were 
planted 368 years ago this week 
with the founding of James­ 
town, Va., the first permanent 
English settlement in America. 
Ib e man who saved the colony 
was Capt. John Smith, the first 
American pioneer.

Associated Press Writer 
John Smith b elieved in Amer­ 
ica. Even without cities of gold 
or b e jeweled kings, it was 
b eautiful to him. And he knew 
b efore most men its true worth. 
Smith was tou ^ , equal to the 
wilderness, the first true Amer­ 
ican pioneer. And when it sure­ 
ly would have perished without 
him, he saved English Amer­ 
ica’s first colony. 
'The young colony at Jam es­ 
town was on the verge of col­ 
lapse when Smith b ecame its 
president in the fall of 1608. 
'The colony had b een founded 
in the middle of May 1607, and 
during the first 18 months half 
the colonists had died from dis­ 
ease, exhaustion, heat, b ad wa­ 
ter, meager food and Indians. 
Smith b ullied the Indians into 
peace and got enough com 
from them to carry the colony 
through the winter. Then he 
taught the English gentlemen 
and artisans to wrest a living 
from the land. 
When rats ruined the com 
that was to see the colony 
through until the 1609 harvest. 
Smith spread his people ab out 
the country to gather food. 
Some went to Indian villages, 
others to fishing areas. 
A deep well was dug for fresh 


water. Fortifications were 
shored up. Mandatory military 
drills taught the colonists dis­ 
cipline, and won them the re­ 
spect of the Indians. 
The death rate fell. By the 
summer of 1609 the colony look­ 
ed almost prosperous. 
It was Smith’s clear vision 
that saved the day. He was as 
much an adventurer as the rest 
of them, b ut he had the ex­ 
perience and common sense 
they lacked. 
Smith was enough of a world 
traveler to know this was not 
Cathay, Xanadu or Mexico 
CSty. "i^ere was a different 
kind of wealth here, one that 
had to b e taken through hard 
work, b ut one of lasting value. 
There was a lot of the Daniel 
Boone in Smith, and he took to 
the frontier like a native. He 
was a roughneck, an adventur­ 
er, a man of dreams, b ut with 
b oth feet on the ground. 


The son of a Lincolnshire ten­ 
ant farmer, he b ecame a sol­ 
dier and fought with British 
volunteers in the Netherlands 
against the Danish. After trav­ 
eling ab out Europe, he made 
his way to Austria where he 
joined the war against the 
Turks. 


In Translvania he fought 
three Turks in medieval tourna­ 
ment style and slew each one, 
winning fame and a coat of 
arms b earing three severed 
Turkish heads. 


Later he was wounded, cap­ 
tured and sent into slavery in a 
Turkish colony in Russia. He 
escaped b y murdering his mas­ 


ter and riding 16 days through' 
enemy country to the safety of 
a Russian outpost. 


Hiis renowned soldier was a 
logical selection when the Lon­ 
don Company sought men to setl 
up a colony in the New World. * 
On the voyage to Virginia, he 
made enemies and they tried to 
hang him on a Carib b ean 
b each. While they constructed a; 
gallows. Smith b usied himself ‘ 
trying to learn the language of ; 
the Carib Indians. 


He was not hanged. “I had 
oft faced far greater odds,” he 
b ragged, “and knew that there* 
was no swordsman in that mis­ 
erab le lot who could stand up 
to me with impunity.” 


With the Indians Smith devel-* 
oped the kind of rapport char-, 
acteristic of all successful fron­ 
tiersmen . He didn’t particularly' 
like them b ut he had a respect’ 
for their ab ilities. He under­ 
stood them and could cope with’ 
them with a minimum of b lood-I 
shed. 
When the settlers arrived at. 
Jamestown, the natives greeted 
them with a feast of friendship. 
But b efore it was over, some-, 
b ody was offended and Uie par-: 
ty ended on an unpleasant note. 


Smith fell captive to the In-’ 
dians a ^ ort time later. Two of 
his men were killed. But the. 
wiley Smith talked his way out 
of it. Years later he gave Poca-. 
hontas credit for saving his life,* 
b ut however he managed it. 
Smith eventually returned to 
the white camp with an honor, 
guard.
